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Building officials organize 
to promote national code 


Delegates at Memphis, Tenn., convention adopt by-laws 
for group to work out model national building rules to 
eliminate current outmoded, cumbersome codes 


A national non-profit agency, charged 
with the promotion of a model national 
building code, was approved last week 
by delegates to the 31st annual conven- 
tion of the Building Officials Conference 
of America at Memphis, Tenn. 

Creation of the agency, to be known 
as the Building Officials Foundation, 
culminated more than 30 years of effort 
by conference members for unification 
and modernization of existing codes 
characterized by conference members as 
cumbersome, outdated and obstructive. 

Municipal building executives and 
leaders in the industry will constitute 
the board of governors of the new foun- 
dation, which will be financed by an 
endowment of $600,000 to be subscribed 
by manufacturers and other interests. 
Temporary headquarters have already 
been set up at 18 East 48th St., in New 
York City. 

Bernard A. Savage, commissioner of 
the Board of Standards and Appeals of 
New York City was named chairman 
of the foundation. 

The Building Officials Conference al- 
ready has a staff headed by Albert H. 
Baum, building commissioner of St. 
Louis, Mo., with George £. Strehan, 
New York consulting engineer, as cor- 
relator, at work on preparing the uni- 
form code which will be the heart of 
the new group’s activities. It is ex- 
pected that withiu a few months the 
19 chapters that will comprise this 
basic code will be ready for final ap- 
proval by the conference as a whole. 

Another facet of the duties of the 
new foundation will be the direction of 
authoritative tests and research on new 
products and equipment, and distribu- 
tion of the results of these tests to 
members (ENR April 4, vol. p. 465). 

The public officials and representa- 
tives of contractors and private build- 
ing organizations, and manufacturers 


attending the meeting, hailed the pros- 
pect of uniform, modernized regulations. 
Many speakers cited the difficulties of 
construction under the conflicting and 
confusing standards—varying from city 
to city—under which they must now 
work. 

“Most building codes now in effect,” 
Mr. Savage told the group, “are behind 
the times. Building departments are 
ill-equipped to make the necessary tests 
to establish the utility of new prod- 


on a semicircular structure, 170 ft. in diameter. 
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ucts and equipment. Manufacturers 
and producers are put to wasteful ex- 
pense in establishing their products in 
one city after another.” 

Charles E. Bacon, commissioner of 
buildings for Indianapolis, Ind., stressed 
the need for reconsideration of pres- 
ent zoning ordinances, in the light of 
comparatively recent developments, 
such as the need for larger airports. 

The conference elected James H. 
Mooney, chairman of the Massachusetts 
Board of Standards and Appeals and 
superintendent of Boston school con- 
struction, as president. In this post he 
succeeds Walker S. Lee, Rochester, 
N. Y., building commissioner, who has 
been president for the last five years. 

Other officers elected included: A. H. 
Baum, St. Louis, and H. E. Hagood, of 
Birmingham, Ala., vice presidents; 
George Slenker, Allentown, Pa., secre- 
tary, and A. N. Rutherford, West Hart- 
ford, Conn., treasurer.

New face brick standards 
issued by the ASTM 


Committee C-15 on manufactured 
masonry units of the American Society 
for Testing Materials, has announced 
the issuance of new tentative specifica- 
tions for two grades of face brick and 
numerous revisions in its other specifica- 
tions and tests. 

A new Tentative C 212 meets the 
need for requirements for facing brick 
since the recent trend has been to 
differentiate clearly between common 
and facing brick. Two grades are cov- 
ered, for use where there is frost action 
and disintegration by weathering, or 
where there is no such deteriorating 
influence. The requirements cover com- 
pressive strength which for the two 
grades must not be less than 2,500 and 
3,000 psi. respectively, and there are 
requirements on extent of chippage, ap- 
pearance, size and warpage.

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Inter-American sanitary group 
formed at Caracas meeting 


Representatives of 14 countries, including the U. S., convene to 
discuss large scale sanitation problems 


A new force in the promotion of 
sanitation throughout the western 
hemisphere was set into motion on Oct. 
9 when delegates from South, Central, 
and North America voted the estab- 
lishment of the Inter-American Associa- 
tion of Sanitary Engineering. 

The meeting, which was held in 
Caracas, Venezuela Sept. 26-Oct. 2, for 
representatives from 14 countries, in- 
cluded also delegates from other South 
American nations who had met previ- 
ously at a conference held in Rio de 
Janeiro last June. 

Some 160 delegates were registered 
at the conference, which was held in 
the Caracas Engineering Societies 
building, under the joint sponsorship 
of the Venezuelan Ministry of Sanita- 
tion and Social Assistance, the Institute 
of Inter-American Affairs, and the Pan- 
American Sanitary Bureau. President 
of the conference was Luis Wan- 
noni, chief engineer of the ministry’s 
division of sanitary engineering. 

The importance of the conference 
was dramatized by the presence of 
Romulo Betancourt, president of the 
revolutionary board that is govern- 
ing Venezuela until elections are held 
this month. Mr. Betancourt not only 
opened the technical program but 
stayed throughout the initial sessions. 
He heard Edmundo Fernandez, Min- 
ister of Sanitation and Social As- 
sistance, tell the delegates of Vene- 
muela’s special need for a rural sani- 
tation program, which is indicated by 
parasitic infection surveys showing that 
in some areas 95% of the people are 

ufiering from energy-sapping diseases. 
The solution to the problem lies in 
provisions for better water supplies, 
privy construction and rudimentary 
sanitation facilities. 

Abel Wolman, professor of sanitary 
engineering at the John’s Hopkins Uni- 

ity, Baltimore, and Clarence I. 
Sterling, Jr., chief engineer and assis- 
nt director of the division of health 
nd sanitation of the Institute of Inter- 
merican Affairs, spoke on the chal- 
llenging opportunities for sanitary engi- 
ers to improve environmental condi- 

Speakers at the technical sessions 
used Spanish and English, but all 
papers in English were translated and 
distributed at the time of presentation. 
Among the United States engineers 
who participated in the program were: 
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Donald L. Shaw, rau American Sani- 
tary Bureau; Lawrence M. Fisher, 
director of sanitary engineering, U. S. 
Public Health Service; Thomas P.

However, this exhibit created a situa- 
tion akin to putting candy before a 
child and telling him that he could not 
eat it. according to some Latin Ameri- 
can engineers. The difficulty of obtain- 
ing equipment from the States was em- 
phasized by many, who pointed out that 
despite their preference for U. S. manu- 
factured products they had no alterna- 
tive but to buy elsewhere because no 
deliveries could be made. For example, 
the Caracas water department has just 
purchased urgently needed cast iron 
pipe from Belgium with a delivery date 
of 120 days. Other European coun- 
tries, it was said, are also offering 
prompt delivery on certain types of 
equipment. 


Details of new association 


Formation of the Inter-American 
Association of Sanitary Engineering 
represents the culmination of discus- 
sions among North and South Ameri- 
can engineers for at least seven years. 
The aim has been to provide a means 
for closer relations among those engi- 
neers who have a common interest in 
the betterment of sanitary, economic 
and social conditions in their coun- 
tries. 

Great impetus to the formation of the 
association resulted from the wartime

Switzerland plans large-scale exploitation of hydro-electric 
power resources—British begin using American-type rails— 
Mexico to build shipyards—Panama gets loan for highways 


Switzerland — Facing a growing power shortage directly attributed to 
industrial expansion and fuel scarcity during the war, Switzerland is now map- 
ping a large-scale exploitation of its untapped hydro-electric power resources. 


Contemplating utilization of such re- 
sources with an estimated capacity of 
21 billion kw.-hr. annually, Swiss gov- 
ernment engineers are now engaged in 
drawing plans for the overall program 
—although some units are already un- 
der construction. 

Design of the new plants is aimed 
especially at reducing the hitherto 
normal winter dropoff in production. 

Already under construction (see ac- 
companying map) are plants at Ros- 
sens-Hauterive and at Julier, both orig- 
inally scheduled for completion in 1947. 
The Rossens-Hauterive plant, with a 
capacity of 50,000,000 kw.-hr. annually 
will replace old equipment; while the 
installation at Julier will produce 140,- 
000,000 kw.-hr. annually. Both plants 
supply the nearby metropolitan areas. 
Additionally, several smaller plants are 
under construction along the Rhone 
headwaters near Geneva. In partial op- 
eration, although not completed, are in- 
stallations at Lucendro, Rupperswil on 
the Aare River and at Albula. 

Still on the drawing boards are many 
other projects, which have been located 
tentatively on the Rhine, Reuss and

Linth Rivers. Construction of some of 
these projects, however, is blocked for 
the moment by the problem of relocat- 
ing village inhabitants, and by local 
objections to flooding valleys and sites 
which have been the scenes of major 
events of Swiss history. 

Biggest of these schemes calls for 
construction of a 675-ft. high dam 
across the Reuss below the town of 
Andermatt (ENR April 25, vol. p. 676). 
Planned to take 19 years to complete 
at a total cost of $275,000,000 the 
project would serve five power plants 
with a combined output of 2.8 billion 
kw.-hr. annually, and add 35 percent to 
Swiss hydro capacity. 


Other projects planned 


Another major project would be 
located at Rheinwald, where a dam 515 
ft. high would be built across the 
Rhine. This project would produce 
some 426,000 hp. in two plants. 

On the upper Linth River, in the 
canton (state) of Glaurus, and on the 
Blenio River in Tessin canton, studies 
have indicated several projects could 


yield some 900,000,000 kw.-hr. an-

England—A surprising trend in raj. 
way engineering in England is an jp. 
creasing, though still limited, use oj 
American-type T-rail, in order to o} 
tain a rail section stiffer both vertically 
and laterally than the English byl. 
head, or double-head, rail. 

A recent step in this direction is th 
use of T-rail in frogs and switches. Al] 
the four railways which constitute the 
major part of the English railway sy 
tem have a limited amount of T-rail ip 
open track, using the British standard 
sections. The first turnouts, however, 
utilizing the standard 110-lb. British 
section, were built early in 1944 on the 
London and Northeastern Ry.—some 
of these turnouts having the rail webs 
vertical, and others with the inward 
slope of 1 in 20 as is usual in English 
track practice. 

In August of this year the London, 
Midland & Scottish Ry. put in serv. 
ice some turnouts made with the 113. 
T-rail, which is said to be some 60 per. 
cent stronger than the 95-lb. bull-head 
—the section most generally used in 
main track construction. 

Many early English rails were of a 
flangeless, or footless, T-section, the web 
being seated in cast-iron chairs on the 
ties. About 1834, a section was de 
veloped having a small bulb formed 
along the foot of the web, for greater 
security of the fastening to the chairs. 
This was practically the initiation of 
the bull-head rail. The double-head 
section, with both heads alike, was de- 
signed for use of both heads as the 
running head, but this was not success 
ful and was superseded by the bull- 
head rail, in which the smaller lower 
head provides’ some lateral strength 
and serves as an essential part of the 
wedge fastening in the chairs. The 
chair fastenings are independent of the 
rail fastenings. 

The American T-rail was designed 
or invented in 1830 by Robert L 
Stevens for the Camden and Amboy 
RR, and soon became the typical rail 
for American railroads, owing to its 
inherent advantages and the simplicity 
of its fastenings. Stevens also invented 
the splice, or fish-plate joint, and the 
hook-head spike for his rail. 

A T-rail section designed nd 
patented in England in 1836 by Charles 
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Vignoles had its web and flange much 
heavier thna in the Stevens rail. It was 
used only to a limited exteni, and ap- 
pears to have been supported in chairs. 


Lebanon—The Lebanese parliament 
recently voted $48,000,000 for construc- 
tion of an airdrome adequate for the 
largest transport planes, to be built at 
Khaldeh, seven and one half miles from 


Beyrouth. 


Brazil—The office of the director 
general of the National Department of 
Railways has announced a $137,634,000 
improvement program is soon to start 
on the Great Western, Leopoldina, 
Rede Mineira de Viacao, and the Via- 
cao Ferrea do Rio Grande do Sol rail- 
ways. Details of the program were not 
immediately made public. 


Russia—Work on three water-naviga- 
tion routes in Russia is proceeding 
rapidly, with transportation already re- 
sumed on the White Sea-Baltic Canal. 
The canal, which cuts water distance 
between the two bodies of water by 
some 2,500 miles, was wrecked during 
the Russo-Finnish campaigns. 

The government also announced that 
work was started on construction of the 
38mile Nevinnomysk Canal in the 
Stavropol Territory of the North Cau- 
casas; and on a 120-mile canal from 
the mouth of the Moscow River to 
Pererva. 


Venezuela — The federal district 
(Caracas) has announced that it has 
dropped plans for the immediate con- 
struction of a subway to alleviate traf- 
fic congestion in the business areas of 
the city. Only one bid was submitted at 
a recent opening, and district officials 
said prices quoted were too high.

Panama—A_ $25,000,000 loan to the 
Republic of Panama for construction of 
highways—especially that section of the 
Inter-American Highway between Rio 
Hato and the Costa Rican border—has 
— approved by the Export-Import 


The major part of the money, Pana- 
manian officials said, will be used to 
complete the international highway sec- 
tion, and the remainder will go towards 
construction of a system of feeder roads. 

It is expected that contracts will be 
let for work on the roads in the near 
future. Survey of the highway route has 
been under way for several months, al- 
though there is still some question as to 
exact location of the southern half of 
the highway. Costs, if the Inter-Ameri- 
can road section is surfaced with “black 
top”, are set at about $20,000,000, and

Visitors .... 


A special feature of the recent meet- 
ing at Fort Worth, Texas, of the Amer- 
ican Public Works Association (ENR 
Oct. 3, vol. p. 415) was the appearance 
of J. W. A. Watson, city engineer of 
Haifa, Palestine, who described the mu- 
nicipal organization of his city. 

The 150,000 persons in the municipal- 
ity are governed by a council of ten 
members—five of whom are Jews and 
five Arabs. The city engineer is ap- 
pointed by the council, but with the stip- 
ulation that he must be British. 

The municipal government has some 
1,200 employees, Mr. Watson said, all of 
whom are organized under the auspices 
of a single labor union. This union has 
been in existence for the past ten years, 
and relations with the city management 
have been “most amicable.” 

Mr. Watson is spending two months 
in the United States studying possibili- 
ties of mechanization of municipal op- 
erations, with a view toward adopting 
equipment used by cities of the United 
States. for use in Haifa. 


Construction.... 


Mexico—In an effort to develop the 
output of coastal-trade vessels, the 
Mexican Navy Department has just ap- 
proved a new type of contract with a 
private company for construction of 
shipyards at Tampico on the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

The contract provides, among other 
things, that the Federal government 
place at the disposal of the company, 
free of charge, 8,200 square meters of 
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land in the Tampico harbor zone on the 
left bank of the Panuco River. 

The company, on the other hand, is 
pledged to build on the site provided an 
$800,000 naval yard by mid-July, 1947, 
for the construction of coastal trade 
vessels, up to 15,000-ton capacity, fol- 
lowing technical instructions of the 
Navy Department as to type, size, ca- 
pacity etc. of the vessels. 


India—The H. K. Ferguson Co. of 
New York, N. Y., has been awarded a 
contract for the design, purchasing and 
construction of a new chlorine plant to 
be built at Delhi, for the Delhi Cloth 
and General Mills Co., Ltd. 


Puerto Rico—The War Emergency 
Program—recently extended for one 
year by the insular legislature—is now 
going ahead with a $3,855,000 appro- 
priation for public works. Projects 
under way include a hospital and 
public health program totalling $900,- 
000; new schools, improvements to 
sewerage and water systems. 

An unexpended balance of $600,000 
in the fund will be used for municipal 
projects such as construction of ceme- 
teries, public plazas, street paving, and 
other improvements. 


South Africa—The first town of its 
kind for natives in South Africa will 
be built northwest of Johannesburg 
when town planning proposals, now be- 
fore the Johannesburg City Council, 
are completed. 

To cost more than $30,000,000 to 
house more than 43,000 persons, the 
town will cover 6,000 acres and will in- 
clude a university, lower schools, sev- 
eral railway stations, hospitals, and a 
35-acre sports stadium.

ean Affairs, which undertook some 
$60,000,000 of cooperative sanitation 
work in 18 of the Latin-American re- 
publics. Another important factor has 
been the longtime operations of the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau, a vol- 
untary organization sponsored by the 
governments of all the American re- 
publics. 

One of the most important objectives 
of the association will be the establish- 
ment of standards of sanitation, a step 
that undoubtedly can lead to the adop- 
tion of uniform specifications for equip- 
ment and materials. Another objec- 
tive—to provide for more effective inter- 
change of scientific information—publi- 
cation of a quarterly journal. 

Membership is open to engineers and 
all others engaged in sanitation activi- 
tiees, the annual dues being the nomi- 
nal sum of $3. 

Association activities will be con- 
trolled by a board of directors, there 
being one director from each country 
who will be elected by the members in 
that country. The directors will elect 
a president and vice-president, and they 
will also have power of approval or 
rejection over the selection of a per- 
manent general secretary. The latter 
will Le proposd by the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau. 


Headquarters in Washington 


Headquarters of the general secre- 
tary is to be in Washington, and he will 
probably be paid from Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau funds. Because funds 
are limited by virtue of the very small 
assessments that are made on the coun- 
tries who support the bureau, it is 
possible that financial aid may come 
from the U. S. Public Health Service. 
In the past the USPHS has allotted 
personnel and funds to the bureau for 
special projects. 

While the permanent organization 
is being formed an interim advisory 
committee will function. Members of 
this committee are: Abel Wolman, 
representing the Pan-American Sani- 
tary Bureau; Clarence I. Sterling, the 
Institute of Inter-American Affairs; 
Lawrence M. Fisher, U. S. Public 
Health Service and Carlos S. de Santa- 
maria, ambassador of Colombia to the 
United States. 

The countries participating in the 
meeting were Colombia. Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, Hon- 
durus, Mexico, Nicaraugua, Panama, 
United States and Venezuela. 
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Engineer group at Princeton reviews 
educational and social trends 


Conference on engineering and human affairs held as part of th 
university's bicentennial celebration 


Practicing engineers and engineer- 
ing educators gathered at Princeton 
University, Oct. 2-4, to consider the 
place of engineering in human affairs 
as part of the university’s bicentennial 
program. Most of the discussion cen- 
tered on educational trends. 

A. A. Potter, dean of engineering at 
Purdue University, listed stimulation 
of creative talent and inculcation of 
human values as factors that should re- 
ceive special attention in engineering 
«ducation in the future. The only de- 
fense against atomic bombs, said Dean 
Potter, “is the preponderance of de- 
cent people who have no desire to 
destroy others and who have the vi- 
sion, wisdom and knowledge to turn 
new gcientific knowledge into devices 
to serve rather than destroy humanity.” 

Karl T. Compton, president of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
emphasized the need for a complete 
review of engineering education in the 
light of experience gained during the 
war years. Both he and dean Potter 
sees a growing need for graduate study 
to equip men for research in new fields 
of engineering. 


Different types of training 


Along the same line of thinking, 
H. P. Hammond, dean of the engineer- 
ing school at Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, expressed the opinion that the 
engineering schools should provide a 
different type of training in the latter 
undergraduate years for men who ex- 
pect to take up post-graduate study. 
Similarly, he would have the schools 
give one type of training to men who 
expect to go into the operating side 
of industry and another to those whose 
chief interest is design. 

Robert E. Wilson, chairman of the 
board, Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana, pointed to the continuing need 
in industry for a high grade of re- 
search which demands specially trained 
men. Too much engineering design, 
he said, still is on an empirical basis.

Letter From Latin America 


...In which ENR's executive editor reports on a meeting of 
sanitary engineers, the effect of jeeps on good meals, and 
the problem of language-differences in dancing. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Sept. 30—At- 
tending conventions on two conti- 
nents in the same week falls in 
the category of a sleepless experi- 
ence. 

This isn’t a complaint—it just 
happens to be a fact. When you 
spend the first half of the week at 
Fort Worth, Tex., being alerted to 
the problems aired at the American 
Public Works Association congress 
and then dash away to South Amer- 
ica to hear what is going on at the 
Inter-American Regional Confer- 
ence of Sanitary Engineers, what 
can you expect? 

What happened at Fort Worth was 
promptly recorded for publication 
(ENR Oct.. 3, vol. p. 415). But 
unless the pace of the Caracas meet- 
ing slows down and a few cocktail 
parties, banquets and_ inspection 
trips are cancelled, the report of 
this convention is going to miss the 
deadline. (Editor’s Note—It arrived 
nevertheless. See page 3). 

Because there is little likelihood 
of cancellations, here are at least a 
few highlights of what goes on: 


Fourteen-country conference 


Representatives from 14 countries, 
guests of the Venezuelan Ministry 
of Sanitation and Social Assistance, 
are meeting from Sept. 26 to Oct. 2 
to discuss means for more effective 
control of environmental diseases in 
the Western Hemisphere. Additional 
sponsors of the conference are the 
Institute of Inter-American Affairs 
and the Pan-American Sanitary Bu- 
reau. The Water and Sewage Works 
Manufacturers Association is also 
participating and there are about a 
dozen exhibits of equipment and 
literature. 

Not the least of the many cour- 
tesies provided by the Venezuelan 
government are free cable message 
and airmail franking privileges. The 
mail frank is a special one designed 
for this occasion, and stamp hobby- 
ists say that the envelope containing 
the frank will have great value for 
collectors. They point out that rela- 
tively few of these franked envelopes 
will get into circulation, and this 
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will enhance their value. 
Latin-American engineers, almost 
without exception, speak English—a 
happy circumstance for most of the 
delegates from the United States. 
As a consequence, there has been a 
continual exchange of ideas that be- 
gins at breakfast, carries through the 
all-day technical sessions, becomes 
more animated at the 7 p.m. cock- 
tail hour and then reaches deadly 
seriousness with the 9 p.m. dinner. 


“Breather"—by jeep 


To provide a “breathing spell”, 
field inspection tours were arranged 
over the weekend. Thus it was that 
your correspondent found it neces- 
sary to jump into a jeep at 6:30 a.m. 
in order to make a tour of aqueduct 
construction. It was hard and dusty 
going for the next twelve hours, but 
not one of the occupants in the 30 
jeeps and command cars (no other 
type of vehicle could negotiate the 
route) was discouraged. In fact, 
most of them were up at 6 a.m. the 
next day for another long ride to 
Maracay, where anti-malaria control 
demonstrations were given for the 
three visitors. 

Coming back to the aqueduct trip, 
however, mention must be made of 
the wonderful meals that were pro- 
vided en route at two of the camps 
maintained by Groves-Drake, con- 
tractors, of New York. These meals, 
properly shaken down by jeep- 
action, put everyone in the best pos- 
sible mood to enjoy the magnificent 
scenery at El. 7,000. The fact that 
the road for the most part was sim- 
ply hewn out of the side of sheer 
cliffs served to sharpen appetites—at 
least that was the conclusion reached 
by “Mike” McGahn, general super- 
intendent of Groves-Drake, who 
played host to the delegates along 
with Ed Grove, project superin- 
tendent.

High altitude and fresh mountain 
air was all that the delegates needed 
to give them zest for the Saturday 
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night dance at the Hotel Avila. Your 
correspondent, with true devotion to 
his reportorial duties, also covered 
this event. Perhaps the most news- 
worthy item was the almost miracu- 
lous ability suddenly displayed by 
members of the U. S. delegation to 
converse in Spanish.

Volunteers combat strike 
in city sewage plant 


Volunteer workers, including bank- 
ers, merchants and city officials— 
manned sewage disposal plants at 
Stockton, Calif., during an AFL city 
employes’ strike. 

The some 50 volunteers answered a 
call for workers issued by Mayor Gay 
E. Crane, who decreed a state of emer- 
gency in the city, declaring that 
shutdown of the system would create 
a grave health problem. 

The volunteers were promised full 
police protection against possible vio- 
lence by strikers. However, pickets were 
withdrawn from the plants following 
the mayor’s decree. 

The city council has offered the 
strikers a 13 percent wage increase, but 
maintains it has no authority to grant 
the retroactive pay boost the civil 
service workers asked. 


MUNICIPAL SANITATION 
BY ATOMIC ENERGY? 


The city of the future may operate its 
entire sanitation system as a part of an 
atomic energy plant, sterilizing water 
supply, cleaning waste and producing 
new products at the same time that 
power is generated, members of the 
American Chemical Society were told 
at a recent symposium in Chicago. 

Milton Burton, of University of Notre 
Dame, said that new drugs, large-scale 
production of vaccines, medical use of 
specifically absorbed radioactive dyes, 
and large-scale treatment of viruses to 
produce anti-bodies are among the 
many benefits to be expected from an 
intensified study of radiation chemistry 
now under way. 
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Canada sees no drop in building cost 


Unless efficiency in building operation increases over present levels, no 
substantial reduction of present inflated building costs can be expected, ac- 
cording to a report prepared by the Canadian Reconstruction Department, 


Economic Research Division. 

The report, a lengthy review of cur- 
rent conditions in the Canadian indus- 
try, assumed that the nation must build 
some 60,000 housing units by the end 
of 1947. 

Reviewing his department’s report, C. 
D. Howe, minister, said that the study 
makes it clear that the housing target 
of 60,000 units during the year 1946-47 
is within the production capacity of the 
country. The report said that such a 
program would provide homes for about 
200,000 persons; jobs for one year for 
between 134,000 and 162,000 men, and 
would involve the expenditure of more 
than $259,000.000 for payrolls and ma- 
terials. In addition, real estate transac- 
tions ranging from $27,000,000 and 
$33,000,000 are envisaged. The official 
added that these figures should be raised 
by about 20 percent for every addi- 
tional 10,000 houses built in the coun- 
try during the one-year period. 

Pointing out that shortages of certain 
building materials and lack of sufficient 
skilled construction workers are “great 
obstacles” along with high construction 
costs, the report blamed the rise in con- 
struction costs on the increase of prices 
of building materials and of hourly 
wage rates paid to construction work- 
ers, and on the lowering of efficiency 
in the house building industry, owing 
to special conditions arising out of the 
late war. 

“Taking all factors into account,” 
Mr. Howe said, “total building costs 
have risen between 47 and 62 percent 
from 1939 to 1945, and a further rise is 
indicated for the near future.”

high and 40 ft. wide. The fixed crest (the bottom of the gates) is at El.

2-bed- 
room house, composed of aluminum 
die formed panels, fastened by means 
of special H-shaped keys, was opened 
for public display this week at Kansas 
City, Mo. 

Plans call for two corner bedrooms, 
1] ft. 4 in. x 10 ft. and 9 ft. 8 in. x 11 
ft. 10 in., respectively; a bathroom, 
central utility room, kitchen, corner 
dining area and 11-ft. 8-in. x 17-ft. 
in. living room. In addition, an 8x12- 
ft. breezeway or porch and a 9-ft. 4-in. 
x 23-ft. 4-in. garage are available. 

The factory-fabricated channel- 
shaped panels of 0.05l-in. aluminum 
sheet have 4-in. flanges in which slots 
are. precision-punched for uniformity 
and ease of erection. The panels are 
fastened by inserting H-shaped keys in 
the slots, turning the keys through 
90 deg., and driving them against one 
end of the slots. The flanges are off- 
set for installation of a_kiln-dried, 
toxic-treated wood furring strip to pre- 
rent metal to metal contact of inside 
walls and to act as nailing surfaces. 
Wall, floor and ceiling insulation is of 
the batt or blanket type. 


Other finishes possible 


The interior surface of the outside 
wall does not necessarily have to be of 
aluminum. Similarly, one face of the 
interior partitions, which are also 
formed of these panels, may be of 
lath and plaster or wall board. 

-The exterior wall panels are clipped 
to channels at top and bottom. The 
base channel] is anchored to the con- 
crete foundation wall by 3% -in. bolts 
and hold-down clips. 

When the panels are used for the 
ceiling, they are placed with the smooth 
surface down and the flanges serve as 
tafters. When gable roofs are used, 
the panels are hung from steel] rafters, 
which are covered with wood sheathing 
and either shingles or rolled roofing. 

The single-hung aluminum windows 
are weather-stripped and snug-fitting. 
About 25 percent of the exterior wall 
area is occupied by windows. Wood 
doors and door frames are furnished 
with aluminum thresholds and hard- 
ware. 

Fabricated by the Butler Manufac- 
turing Co. of Kansas City, Mo., the 
panel construction has been in use for 
over 9 years, and during the war was 
used in the construction of hangars and 
warehouses. The Boulevard Home will 
be marketed at about $7,000, through 
contractors. The breezeway and garage 
will be optional.

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Cost of highway work continues high 


The Public Roads Administration has revealed that its composite mile 
index for highway construction costs for the second quarter of the year was 
117.0 or slightly lower than the figure of 119.3 for the first quarter. 


However, PRA officials explained 
that the slight drop should not be in- 
terpreted to mean that costs are de- 
clining appreciably. Instead the reduc- 
tion is explained by the fact that some 
state highway departments are advertis- 
ing work in a manner to attract more 
bidders, such as by breaking a big job 
up into several parts. It is also pointed 
out that many bids are being turned 
down as being too much above estimates. 

The PRA index is based on costs for 
the years 1925-1929 with the figure for 
these years 100.0. In preparing costs 
on this basis it is assumed that the 
average mile of highway construction 
tequires 17,491 cu. yd. of earthwork, 
3,726 sq. yd. of paving, 16,000 lb. of 
reinforcing steel, 4,325 lb. of structural 
steel, and 68 cu. yd. of structural con- 
crete. The figure of 117.0 for the second 
quarter is in contrast with an average 
of 111.7 last year, 115.5 in 1944, 126.9 
for 1943, 109.9 in 1942, 81.8 for 1941, 
and 71.6 in 1940, which was the lowest 
year since 1932. 

The PRA has also announced a plan 
to reduce the “paper” work necessary 
to obtain approval for highway jobs 
requiring no structural steel. Shortly 
after Director John R. Steelman of the 
Office of War Mobilization and Recon- 
version issued his Aug. 5 moratorium 





order severely curtailing federally-fi- 
nanced construction (ENR Aug. 15, 
vol. p. 199), PRA Commissioner 
Thomas H. MacDonald instructed his 
regional offices to proceed with a mini- 
mum of work. Now additional projects 
not already programmed may be ap- 
proved for construction by PRA field 
offices without reference to Washington, 
provided no structural steel is required. 

However, PRA’s policy continues to 
be that of “limiting construction to 
urgently needed improvements with par- 
ticular attention to safety of travel, 
and careful determination of the reason- 
ableness of bid prices before approving 
award of a contract.” 

As a result, the new ruling regarding 
jobs not requiring structural steel is 
expected to result in only a few addi- 
tional jobs going ahead.

Housing Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt on Oct. 3 issued a directive to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation to enter into a guaranteed market con- 
tract with the Homeola Corp., Chicago, Ill., for the production of 19,400 


low-priced factory-built houses for veterans. 


The office of the housing 


expediter, the RFC and the company have been in conference on the contract 
—which will be the first guaranteed market contract under the Veterans 


Emergency Housing Act. 

The company is now producing 10 
houses a day. With the government 
assuming the marketing risk involved 
in greatly expanded production, the 
company has agreed to step up its 
output to 30 a day by January, 40 by 
February and 100 a day by June. The 
market guarantee also will assist the 
company in obtaining the additional 
fnancing required for its scheduled 
1,000 percent increase in rate of pro- 
duction. 

The directive provides for the 
manufacture of two models. One is a 
story-and-a-half model, already in pro- 
duction, which, it is estimated by the 
National Housing Agency, will be avail- 
able to veterans at an average price of 
$5,400, erected and complete except for 
range, refrigerator, and brokerage and 
other fees. This includes an allow- 
ance of $647 for the lot. 

The other is a one-story model 
which, it is estimated, will cost the 
veteran an average of $6,400, including 
an allowance of $800 for the lot. The 
actual price of both models will vary 
somewhat depending on the locality and 
cost of the land. 

These prices are subject to reduction 
after Feb. 1, 1947, on the basis of 
economies to be achieved through mass 
production. 

Both models have the same floor 
space—768 sq. ft.—but in the lower- 
priced model the two bedrooms are on 
the second floor while the other model 
has all rooms on one floor. 

The house as shipped from the fac- 
tory includes, in addition to the ply- 
wood panels and steel beams and 
plates for erecting the house shell, 
plumbing fixtures, complete heating 
unit (oil, gas or coal), hot water tank 
(electric or gas), plywood kitchen 
cabinets, and a double compartment 
sink. The erector provides grading and 
foundation, painting, glass and glazing, 
and roof shingles. 

The company now has 400 dealers 
in 23 states; it plans national distribu- 
tion in all 48 states. Wood parts, com- 
prising two-thirds of the house, are 
shipped five houses to a box car, from 
plywood plants at Tacoma, Washing- 
ton; White, Washington; and Chicago. 

Steel parts are shipped from the com- 
— plant at Chicago, five units to a 
truck, 





A GREAT BUILDER 


During the last 44 years the U. S. 
Bureau of Reclamation has constructed 
100 storage dams with a total reservoir 
capacity of 67,900,000 acre-feet, accord-

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Caracas water contract 
cancelled by Venezuela 


Venezuela’s National Institute of 
Sanitary Works has announced the 
cancellation of a contract with the 
Groves-Drake Construction Co., effec- 
tive Sept. 30, for the construction of 
the Caracas water supply dams and 
pipelines. Spokesmen for the institute 
told Engineering News-Record that the 
work, which is about 60 percent com- 
pleted, would be finished by force 
account and with the aid of United 
States consultants who would be called 
in from time to time for advice. The 
institute is a government agency. 

The Groves-Drake company (a com- 
bination of S. J. Groves and Sons Co. 
and Johnson, Drake & Piper, Inc.) re- 
ceived the contract for the Caracas job 
about two years ago on a cost-plus- 
fixed-fee-basis. It is stated that the origi- 
nal contract, made under wartime con- 
ditions, contemplated the expenditure 
of about $8.000,000. To date some 
$16.000.000 has been spent, and the 
work is less than two-thirds completed. 

Designs for the project were made 
by Parsons, Brinckerhoff, Hogan and 
Macdonald, consulting engineers of 
New York City. The institute says that 
this firm was relieved of most of its 
supervisory work a few months ago and 
that a formal cancellation of the con- 
tract is now being negotiated. 

Spokesmen for both the contractor 
and the consulting engineers report that 
relations with the institute have not 
been too congenial since the change in 
Venezuela’s national government last 
October. Details of the project were 
given in Engineering-News Record 
(Feb. 21, 1946, vol. p. 297).

Crawler tractor 
production resumed 


Following closely on the settlement 
of the strike at the Pittsburgh works 
of the Aflis-Chalmers Manufacturing 
Co., employees at the company’s Spring- 
field, Ill., plant voted overwhelmingly to 
return to work. Terms of the contract 
included acceptance of a wage increase 
of 134 cents an hour to bring the total 
increase since V-J day to 184 cents, as 
well as the company plan for govern- 
ment supervised strike votes and irrevo- 
cable voluntary checkoff of union dues 
and assessments. 

Production at the Springfield plant 
has been resumed.

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Study river pollution 
in many localities 


Studies looking toward correction of 
pollution of river waters in three states 
were in progress last week, as govern- 
mental agencies gave evidence of in- 
creasing realization of the importance of 
eliminating the fouling of streams. 

At Peoria, IIL, a city council com- 
mittee aided by Carl Gross, engineer for 
the State Sanitary Water Board, is 
making a special study of pollution of 
the Illinois River in the Peoria area. 
The study is a part of a program that 
may see the eventual installation of 
sewage treatment plants at 175 Illinois 
river towns, water board officials said. 

In Virginia, the state Water Control 
Board, created by the 1946 legislature, 
announced it had decided on a form of 
pollution certificate application, to be 
used by industries planning expansions 
or new industrial operations along the 
state streams. On receipt of the appli- 
cations, board engineers will pass on 
plans for sewage treatment. 

The Indiana stream pollution control 
board has approved preliminary and 
final plans for sewerage works in the 
state costing an estimated $6,000,000. 

The largest sewerage project for 
which final plans were approved is 
Mishawaka’s $1,430,000 disposal sys- 
tem. 

Other plants given final approval in- 
cluded those for sewers at Rose Poly- 
technic Institute, Terre Haute; inter- 
ceptor sewers and works at the Logans- 
port State Hospital, and additional 
sewers at Union City. 

The largest project on the list is a 
disposal plant and sewer system at 
Terre Haute, for which preliminary 
plans were approved. Preliminary plans 
also were approved for a project at 


Hobart and revision of a project planned 
for Decatur. 


Large public works 
pending in Hawaii 


Financed by the Federal Works 
Agency, plans are being prepared for 
$3,600,000 worth of water projects and 
public buildings in Hawaii. 

In addition to the 15 projects making 
up the $3,600,000 total, approval is 
pending on 14 others, and still more will 
be submitted, reports C. W. Schruth, 
FWA district engineer for Hawaii. 

The projects include: A Waiahole 
tunnel water project on Windward Oahu 
for the suburban water system, $1,080,- 
000; a Kauai water project, between 
Waimea and Kekaha, $50,000, and 
numerous others throughout the islands. 
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$4 million sewage plan 
given Florida cities 


A complete sewage disposal plan that 
would cost about $4,427,000 to serve 
three Florida cities, was formally ac- 
cepted recently by a special citizens’ 
committee on eradicating lake pollu- 
tion, and will be submitted to officials 
of three municipalities involved. 

The cost-study report was made by 
Joe Williamson, Jr., representing the 
firm of Russell & Axon, sanitary engi- 
neers of Daytona Beach and St. Louis, 
Mo. Officials of the towns of Palm 
Beach, West Palm Beach, Lake Worth 
and the county government must pass 
on the project before any further ac- 
tion is taken. 

The plan calls for a sewage collection 
system on Lake Worth, with disposal, 
after pre-treatment, into the Gulf Stream 
through an ocean outfall. 

The system would provide for inter- 
ceptor lines running north and south 
along lakefront on both shores, con- 
veying all sewage to a central treat- 
ment and pumping plant to be con- 
structed in Palm Beach. Sewage col- 
lected from Lake Worth and West Palm 
Beach will be brought to a mainland 
pumping station where it would be 
pumped across to the pretreatment 
plant through a separate pipeline. 
From the treatment plant, where greases 
and heavier solids would be screened 
out, the-effluent would be forced through 
an outfall line into 90 feet of water in 
the Gulf Stream, nearly a mile offshore. 


Canadian housing group 
starts 3,000 units in '46 


Housing Enterprises of Canada Ltd., 
a limited dividend housing company or- 
ganized in Canada under the provisions 
of that country’s national housing act of 
1944, has during the year 1946 com- 
pleted or placed under contract a total 
of 3,451 housing units in 30 Canadian 
cities, according to a recent report. 

Life insurance companies operating 
in Canada are owners of the company, 
with a subsidiary operating company 
being organized for each building op- 
eration. The Dominion government 
provides mortgage money at 3 percent 
to cover 90 percent of the capital cost 
of these developments, with the insur- 
ance companies providing the remain- 
der—an initial equity investment of 
about $5,000,000. The government guar- 
antees a 2% percent return on this 
investment. The organization under- 
takes to manage its projects for a 
period of 50 years, during which the 
capital cost will be fully amortized. 
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Chicago allotted funds 
to design filter plants 


Advances totalling $275,000 have 
been approved for the City of Chicago 
by the Federal Works Agency to pre- 
pare plans for two filter plants having 
an estimated overall cost of $57,000,000. 
Of the total, $192,500 is to be used in 
engineering design for a $40,000,000 
central district water filtration plant 
and $82,500 for a $17,000,000 north dis- 
trict filtration plant. The city council 
on its own initiative had previously ap- 
proved $1,000,000 in the 1946 city bud- 
get for preparing plans for these 
projects. 

Preliminary engineering studies al- 
ready are in progress for filtration fa- 
cilities under a $50,000 appropriation 
made for the purpose by the city coun- 
cil. Reports are expected in November 
from two Chicago consulting firms en- 
gaged in the work: Alvord, Burdick & 
Howson, and Greeley and Hansen. 


Financing study resumed 
for San Diego aqueduct 


Assistant Commissioner of Reclama- 
tion William E. Warne has been desig- 
nated by President Truman to serve 
again as chairman of the recently re- 
constituted President’s committee on 
methods of financing the San Diego. 
Calif., water supply project. 

Under an existing contract, the City 
of San Diego is obligated to lease or 
purchase the aqueduct system. 

The committee was originally ap- 
pointed by the late President Roosevelt 
in 1944, and included representatives 
of the War, Navy and Interior Depart- 
ments, the Federal Works Agency, and 
the San Diego County Water Authority. 

The committee is to make recommen- 
dations on the existing and potential 
financial burden of the city or the San 
Diego County Water Authority in con- 
nection with the aqueduct, and the 
extent to which a readjustment of that 
burden would be proper; and such ad- 
ditional legislation as may be required 
to carry out the recommendations of the 
committee. 

The aqueduct taps the Colorado River 
aqueduct of the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern California, and is 
now being completed by the Navy, under 
designs and specifications prepared by 
the Bureau of Reclamation. The struc- 
ture will be 71 miles long, extending 
from the vicinity of San Jacinto to the 
San Vicente Reservoir near San Diego. 
It will be capable of delivering 50 mil- 
lion gallons of Colorado River water 
daily. 
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OBITUARY 


John Arrington, 70, construction en- 
gineer of Washington state and Alaska, 
who retired in 1943, died Sept. 17 at 
Seattle. He studied civil engineering 
at Alabama Polytechnic College, and 
worked on building projects in Chicago, 
Detroit and Atlanta before moving to 
the Pacific Northwest in 1926. Since 
that time his projects have included 
Washington state capitol buildings at 
Olympia and University of Washington 
buildings at Seattle. From 1935 to 
1939 he supervised construction at Sand 
Point Naval Air Station and later repre- 
sented the Navy as general manager of 
civilian construction at the _ Sitka, 
Kodiak and Dutch Harbor naval bases 
in Alaska. 


Henry J. Moore, 67, Boissevain, Man., 
died Sept. 21. He developed the In- 
ternational Peace Garden on the Mani- 
toba-North Dakota boundary, the beau- 
tification of the Niagara peninsula, and 
he laid out the Queen Elizabeth high- 
way in Ontario.
